mentator declared Wednesday. 
*£his was his interpretation of a 
Cairo communique which said imper- 
ial rearguards completed movement 
from the last coveted positions about 
the port northeast of Bengasi and 95 
miles west of Tobruk, and had re- 
^•ned the main British columns. 


He would not say there was ground 


for optimism in Libya but called the 
situation extraordinary in that the 
right flank of the British line had fall- 
en back while the left flank, made 
up of mobile columns, still wa, 
'4,'erisive "far out' in tlie 'deserf irPV-.i. 
Msus area around the bend of the Gulf 
of Sirte, about 120 miles southwest of 
Derna. 


"I interpreted the communique to 


mean that an Indian division left 
Derna, presumably in a pivotal move- 
v^nt in a southeast direction to join 
with the main body," he said. 


Main British forces in Libya were 


declared, however, not yet to have 
clashed with the Axis assault troops 
which now have pushed almost two- 
tturds of the way from El Agheila, 
ru'gh water mark of the British west- 
ward drive, to the starting point on 
the Egyptian frontier. 


Action so far has only involved 


patrols, the British said. 


Authoritative sources declared thai 


ij'e pick of German LT-Boat com- 
manders and crews had been shifled 
to the Mediterranean to help guard 
the flow of reinforcements to Gen- 
eral Rommel's North African army.

Housing Group 


Is Authorized 


City Sets Up 
Local Authority 
to Handle Any 
Future Project 


The City of Hope set up n Local 


Authority under the U. S. Housing 
Authority to handle any 
Defense 


House porjecl that may be authorized 
hore, at Tuesday night's meeting of 
the city council and mayor. 


Following a discussion of Defense 


Housing by George Wittenberg, Little 
Rock architect, the mayor and the 
council unanimously adopted the nec- 
essary resolution setting up n Local 
Authority. 


As Mr. Wittenberg explained, crea- 


tion of the Local Authority does not 
necessarily mean that there will be 
a Defense Housing project here. The 
Local Authority is created simply to 
handle such a project, if and when 
it is ordered here by the federal gov- 
ernment, he said. 


The Little Rock architect, who had 


been asked to appear in Hope by the 
U. S. Housing Authority regional of- 
fice at Fort Worth, said he had just 
come from Conwny, where contract 
was let Tuesday afternoon for n 50- 
unit Defense Housing project (25 du- 
plexes) at a cost of approximately 
?148,000. Larger projects have been 
set up in Little Rock and Tcxarkana 


Three Cities Likely 
Mr. Wittenberg said it was hu; 


belief that Defense Housing would 
appear at an early date in Malvern, 
Hope and El Dorado, and that crea- 
tion of a Local Authority in each city 
was advisable.^ He said Defense Hous- 
ing is paid for'entirely by the federal 
government, but it is the practice of 
the government to consult with a 
Local Authority and to leave actual 
management largely in the hands of 
said authority, if such' an organization 
exists prior to the time a Defense 
Housing project is set up. 


Mr. Wittenberg pointed out a vital 


difference between the former fed- 
eral housing setups, such as Title Six, 
and the new Defense Housing pro- 
gram. Formerly, he said, the govern- 
ment assumed 90 per cent of the 
cost of construction, and took as se- 
curity the property—but the property 
entered into commercial competition 
with all other housing. 


Defense Housing 
Under the Defense Housing setup, 


Mr. Wittenberg continued, this is 
changed. The government pays the 
whole bill, Also, the government does 
its own selecting of sites and handles 
its own construction. And the Defense 
Housing project is tax free. But, on 
the other hand, he said, the use of 
Defense Housing is absolutely re- 
stricted to workers on Defense pro- 
jects, relieving other 
housing for 


the use of ordinary commercial work- 
ers, and giving some assurance that 
the government-paid-for project will 
not come into direct competition with 
private housing investments. 


Mr. Wittenberg said the Fort Worth 


regional office stands ready to send 
an attorney here for any special work 
that may be necessary should a pro- 
ject he sot up. 


The procedure following the coun- 


cil's ratification of the resolution set- 
ting up a Local Authority is for Mayor 
Albert Graves to name a hoard of five 
persons who will constitute the Au- 
thority. The mayor will designate one 
of the five as chairman. From there 
on, the hoard "takes over." 


The board will have authority to 


hire an attorney and an executive 
director, the latter to be a paid ad- 
ministrative official, should the size 
of any future housing project estab- 
lished here justify this move. 


Mayor Graves had the matter of 


naming the five board members under 
advisement Wednesday and said he 
will announce them at a later date. 


U. S. Freighter 
Sunk by Sub 
off East Coast 


Forty Survivors 
Land in Maryland, 
Two Crewmen 
Lose Lives 


LEWES, 
Del.—(/P)—The 
freighter 


San Gil owned by the United Fruit 
company was torpedoed and shelled 
by an enemy submarine off the Mary- 
land coast about midnight Tuesday 
night with the loss of two lives it was 
disclosed with the landing of sur- 
vivors here Wednesday. 


Thirty-nine members of the crew 


and one passenger were saved. Four 
of the crew were injured. 


The ship was struck first by a tor- 


pedo on the port side an 
official 


spokesman of the Fourth Naval Dis- 
trict announced. 


Two members of the crew were ap- 


parently killed in the explosion. 


The crew launched two lifeboats 


and the submarine shelled the ship. 
All but four of the 15 shells hit the 
target. 


, A second torpedo struck the ship as 
it sank. 


A coast guard cutter picked up the 


survivors after they spent seven hours 
in the lifbeoat. 


The captain of the ship praised the 


radio operator who he said rigged up 
an antenna and sent several SOS sig- 
nals after the radio equipment had 
been jammed. 


State Colleges 
Adopt Slogan 


New Organization 
Formed Recently 
at Little Rock 


ARKADELPHIA — "Arkansas col- 


leges for Arkansas students'" is the 
slogan of the newly organized Ar- 
kansas Association of College Presi- 
dents, which was formed at a meet- 
ing in Little Rock Monday, Dr. J. 
R. Grant, president of Ouachita Col- 
lege, who was named chairman of 
the association, said here Wednesday 
in an 
interview with 
representa- 


tives of the press. 


"Representatives of colleges in the 


North and the East have found Ar- 
kansas a fertile field for their pro- 
paganda, but now they are finding 
it more difficult to fool the Arkan- 
sas people," Dr. Grant said. "It is 
not necessary for students to leave 
Arkansas, since they can not find 
almost any course they may bo in- 
terested in, in our own colleges. 


"We arc determined that Arkansas 


colleges be strengthened so as to be 
second to none." 


Dr. Nolan Irby, president of Ar- 


kansas State Teachers College, Con- 
way, was elected secretary. Other col- 
lege heads attending the organization 
meeting were: Marvin Bankston, Slate 
A. and M. College, Monticello; J. W. 
Hull, Arkansas Polytechnic College, 
Russellvillc; V. C. Kays, Arkansas 
State College, Jonestaoro; Dr. Mail 
Ellis, Henderson State Teachers Col- 
lege, Arkadelphia; George S. Benson, 
Harding College Searcy; Dr. J. H. 
Reynolds, Hendrix College, Conway; 
and Dr. Wiley Lin Hurie, College of 
the Ozarks, Clarksville.

Units of U. S. Pacific Fleet in Action 


Japanese Bomb 
Indies Bases 


Object of Attacks 
Fall Short of 
Mark 


BATAVIA—(/P)—A massive Japanese 


bombing fleet attempting to smash 
Soerabaja, the United Nation's chief 
base of operations in the Dutch Indies, 
fell short of the mark, the Indies com- 
mand announced Wednesday while 
a secondary naval base of Amboina 
Dutch troops were still battling 
a Japanese landing force 


(The Tokyo radio as heard in Ber- 


lin Wednesday claimed Japanese oc- 
cupation of Amboina—G35 miles north 
of Soerabaja and flanking Allied sea- 
borne supply routes completely.) 


The attack on Soerabaja carried out 


Tuesday by 70 to 80 Japanese bomb- 
ers with heavy fighter escort and the 
Indies.? command said the raiders in- 
flicted considerable 
losses 
on the 


Dutch interceptor planes. 


But the raid caused only slighl dam- 


age to Socrnbiija's military objectives 
according to a communique released 
through the news agency Ancta while 
the defending planes and anti-air- 
craft units took a toll of eight Jap- 
anese fighters and two bombers. 


Dutch plane losses were offset some- 


what by the event that some pilots 
parachuted to safety. 


The Dutch reported that in addition 


to continued resistance at Amboina 
where still no decision was apparent 
their forces were putting up a battle 
in the vicinity of Balik Papan, rich 
oil center, whose installations were 
wrecked well in advance of Ihe Jap- 
anese invasion.

LONDON — W) — Prime Minister 


Churchill created the new cabinet 
post of minister of war production 
Wednesday, as assignment aimed at 
peak cooperation between the United 
States and Britain and intruded it 
lo Lord Beaverbrook. 


The new posl parallels the office 


held by Donald M. Nelson in the 
United States. 


Beaverbrook was succeeded as min- 


ister of supply by Sir Andrew Rao 
Duncan, until now the president of 
the board of trade. 


The assignments did not include 


Sir Ctafford Cripps, former Brilish 
ambassador lo Moscow who il had 
been predicted would be named lo H 
cabinel posl which "will come as a 
complete surprise." 


Praising Lord Beaverbrook in n re- 


view of Ihe war lo the house of com- 
mons last week Churchill said Britain 
was producing twice as many and far 
more complicated guns than it did in 
Uie peak of 1917 and 1918. 


"Tank production had doubled and 


aircraft has steadily increased in num- 
ber and size and quality," Churchill 
said.

Jap Bombers 
Blast Anew at 
Singapore, Other 
Pacific Bases 


By the Associated Press 
General Sir Archibald Waveil, Al- 


lied generalissimo, announced • Wed- '•" 
nesday that the United States-and" 
Britain were sending "great rein- ' 
forcements to the Far Pacific battle - 
theater" while in the five-day-old 
siege of Singapore British gunners, , 
rained shells into Japanese troops 
massed across the mile-wide Johore- 
strait. 


"Our part is to gain time for greats •• 


reinforcements 
which we and our 


American allies are sending to the 
eastern theater," General Waveil said 
in a special order of the day. 


"We are in a similar position to 


the original '1914' British expedition- 
ary force which stopped the Germans 
and saved Europe in the first battle 
of the Ypres." 


General Wavell's heartening mes- 


sage was second official word in the 
past 24-hours that mighty counter- 
blows against the Japanese are soon to 
be struck by the united nations. 


Australian minister Francis Forde 


announced Tuesday without elabora- 
tion that "a big Allied movement" is 
underway. 


Can't Retreat Anymore 
General Waveil, hero of the first 


British offensive into North Africa 
and,one of the world's shrewdest mil- 
itary- strategists, also declared that., 
the Japanese had now reached an anea' 
where "we cannot he constantly out- 
flanked gnd .wfeeje':the jsnemjr,cannot- •, 
exploit "'superior mobility."

Japanese bombers blasted anew at 


the beleaguered Singapore defenders 
and inflicted some damage but few 
casualties, the British command an- 
nounced. 


Embers still smoldered in wreckage 


from Tuesday's aerial assault in which 
a toll listed officially as 22 killed and 
90 wounded. By nightfall all but two 
fires were reported under control. 


Wednesday's communique tersly re- • 


ported that there was no change in 
tlie five-day-old siege as reinforce- 
ments of Australians, British and In- 
dian Imperial troops worked steadily 
to install and camouflage new ma-

A NARROW lake 18, miles long

bottled up the Czarist navy.

Russian ambition equally as long. 
A:lso shown on the stamp is Rurheli 
Hissur, 
Mohammed's "European 


Castle," which in the 15th cen- 
tury kept Black Sea grain from 
rcucliing besieged Constantinople. 


The Bosporus is threatened by 


German occupation of Rumania, 
only -a few hundred miles from 
the Marmora-Dardanelles wuter- 
ivay. 
H is the northern connect- 


ing link between the Black Sea

the 
Mediterranean, 
The 


southern door to the Black Sea is 
the 35-mile-long winding water- 
way of the Dardanelles. Between 
the Bosporus and the Dardanelles 
is the Sea of Marmora, an area of 
water about half the size of Lake 
Erie. 


Only through these two narrow 


straits, at no point more tlian four 
miles wide and strongly defended, 
can world shipping reach' the oil 
and lumber ports of Rumania, the 
Bcain ports of the Ukraine, the 
oil ports ot the Caucasus, and the 
trade ports of Istanbul (Constan-;

But Production 
Head Won't Discuss 
Year From Now 


By HERMAN ALLEN 
AP Feature Service Writer 
WASHINGTON—The war produc- 


.ion official laughed. "Man," he said, 
'if I could tell you what things arc 
going to be like a year from now—or 
even tomorrow—I wouldn't be here. 
I'd-I'd-" 


He looked out of the broad window 


and across the frostbitten Mall for 
a moment. 


"As a matter of fact," he said, "there 


are certain things we can say in at- 
tempting to draw a broad picture of 
what a year of war will bring as far 
as food, clothing and shoes and all 
the smaller things of life are con- 
cerned. 


Plenty to Eat 
"I suppose most of us are wonder- 


ing whether we'll have enough to eat 
I don't think we need to worry abou 
rationing of any item of food aside 
from sugar. 


"One thing I'll tell you for sure— 


we won't have the experience of the 
first World War, when houscwivei 
bought penny candy for coffee be 
cause there was no sugar. We'd cu 
off the candy manufacturers first," 


(A Department of Agriculture of- 


ficial pointed to the interrelation o 
various food supplies. If more corn 
were diverted to sugar manufacture, 
he said, the necessary starch supply 
might be affected.) 


Then the production official added: 
"We're certainly going to have to 


make up our minds to using a lot of 
substitute products and doing without 
some of the imported things—like tea, 
spices and tapioca. There's plenty of 
wheat, of course, even for fine pastry 
flour. 


"Substitutions probably will hit us 


hardest in the field of fats and oils. 
We've lost our supply of palm and 
coconut oils (olive 
oil 
practically 


dried up long ago) and will have to 
use such homegrown products as pea- 
nut, cottonseed and soybean oils. 


"There are a few domeastic articles 


that will disappear from the grocer's 
shelves almost entirely because of 
Army and Navy purchases. For ex- 
ample, medium red salmon. The gov- 
ernment is taking the entire catch, 
and much of the tuna catch as well." 


Says a Department of Agriculture 


spokesman: 


"Our soaps may be very greatly af- 


fected. The American public demands 
a 
highly-lathering soap, 
although 


this has nothing at all to do with 
soap's cleansing properties. Highly- 
lathering soap requires large quan- 
tities of palm oil, and I don't know 
whether we'll be able to give it to 
them or not." 


The Department is moving fast in 


the battle of fats and oils. The num- 
ber of livestock on farms is about 5 
per cent greater than a year ago, 
and the Department is pushing for a 
still greater increase, and a consequent 
rise in the animal fat supply. In ad- 
dition, 1942 soybean and peanut pro- 
duction goals call for an increase of 
500,000,000 pounds of oil. 


One big food reserve, under nor- 


mal conditions, is the ocean. The Fish 
and Wildlife Service of the Interior 
Department 
figures the fish catch 


could probably be increased "almost 
immediately" to 4,628,000,000 pounds 
and later tb 6,200,000,000 pounds, com- 
pared to 4,443,000,000 in 1939. 


Outside of substitutions, the great- 


est change we're likely to see in our 
groceries is the way they're packaged. 
Tin is to be replaced wherever pos- 


ible, by glass and cardboard. Where 
ans can't be eliminated, the approx- 
imately 150 shapes and sizes are to be 
:ut perhaps by two thirds. 


Brinjf Your Own Poke 
To forestall a paper shortage, shop- 


pers probably will be asked to take 
.heir own baskets to the store. 
The average breadwinner's worry, 
lowever, is: How much is food go- 
ng to cost? That—and the cost of 
ilmost everything else—depends on 
.he administration of price control, 
but Secretary Wickard says: 


"There is little- excuse for any sub- 


stantial increase in the price of agri- 
cultural commodities at this time, and 
we will do everything in our power 
to check speculative increases."

what with the army and navy giving 
out priority-rated orders for 13,000,- 
000 to 15,000,000 bed sheets and tick- 
ing for nearly as many mattresses- 
plus actual miles of uniform twill 
and naval cotton duck. 


Some mills handling government 


orders are working the maximum 168- 
hour week right now. Of those av- 
eraging 100 hours a week, many main- 
tain they can't do any better as things 
now stand. Some, for instance, find 
a shortage of skilled workers, and 
are trying to do a hurried training job. 
Others point out that since cotton 
mills employ mostly women, the pro- 
tective laws of certain states, prohib- 
iting women from night work, pre- 
clude the possibility of a night shift. 


Already eight out of the twelve 


states with such laws have modified 
their edicts to allow granting of night 
work permits to women in bona fide 
war industries, but that doesn't in- 
clude lots of textile mills. 


Then there's the little question of 


power rationing—especially 
in 
the 


southeastern 
states—which 
curtails 


production to some extent. And last- 
ly, the shortage of some vital chem- 
icals necessary to the processing of 
cotton fabrics. Chlorine for bleach- 
ing is one such bottleneck. 


The net result seems to be that con- 


sumers will be able to get about 
everything they needed, though they'll 
pay from 20 to 35 per cent more for 
it.

The Women of 
Today's World 


Miss McBride 
Is a Big-Wig 
Without a Hobby

When the announcement was mndc 


that Miss Katharine E. McBride, 37, 
dean of Radcliffe College, had been 
named president of her alma mater, 
Bryn Mawr, thus becoming otic of 
the youngest college presidents in the 
country, a Now England newspaper 
curried ii nice story about her career 
—but inadvertently published a pic- 
ture of someone else. 


Tile slip merely elicited a chuckle 


from this modest educator and psy- 
chologist who is surprised that news- 
papers can find time and space to 
write stories on a college president in 
the midst of war. She says she wishes 
she could be of more help to inter- 
viewers when they ask her about 
hobbies and activities unrelated to 
her work. 


Not » Hobbyist 
"I've never had an active hobby," 


she smiled, "and I had never wished 
for one until everyone began asking 
me about them." 


She hasn't played bridge in years, 


and while she enjoys a stage play, she 
hasn't been to the movies since she 
went to Radcliffe as clean in Septem- 
ber, 1940. 


"There just hasn't been time," says 


the tall, slim, blue-eyed woman who 
wears her straight light-brown hair 
caught in a pug. She was wearing 
a mannish cut brown suit and a pink 
blouse.* 


Honor Graduate 
Born in Philadelphia not far from 


the college she will head in Septem- 
ber, she was educated 
in 
private 


schools in Gormantown, 
and 
was 


graduated from Bryn Wawr with hon- 
ors in 1925. She majored in English 
and psychology, and right after grad- 
uation was appointed part-time read- 
er in psychology at her alma mater. 


While advancing to associate pro- 


fessor of education and psychology, 
she took graduate courses at Colum- 
bia, did pure scientific research work 
as a psychologist and neurologist, and 
collaborated on two books, one of 
which has become a standard text- 
book on "Aphasia," a speech disturb- 
ance that results from a brain in- 
jury. She holds bachelor of arts, 
master of arts and doctor of philoso- 
phy degrees. 


At Bryn Mawr her experience in 


education psychology made her an 
unofficial assistant to the dean, and 
it was this work that led naturally to 
her appointment as dean of Radcliffe. 


She plans no major innovations at 


Bryn Mawr where, she says, the "em- 
phasis always 
has 
been on high

This is the advice of Mrs. Siclonie 


M. Gruenberg, director of the Child 
Study Association, to parents who 
wish to protect their children from 
the mental and physical hazards ot 
modern war. 


Separation from their parents often 


is more harmful to children than the 
actual experience of an air raid, wel- 
fare workers have found from observ- 
ing thousands of children in England, 
Spain, 
France, 
Poland Czechoslo- 


vakia, Holland and Belgium. 


As a rule, children suffer very lit- 


tle nervous shock from air raids, doc- 
tors report. Aside from the danger 


svitli the threat of forces which dis- 
count the importance of the individ- 
ual, this is most important," she be- 
lieves. "The individual seems to be 
worth more if well trained. And he's 
better trained if he's in the right 
field."
